He made a confession to the lodge five 
weeks ago. An Auditing Committee 
has estimated his shortage at $1061. 

Herbst declared he had not spent a 
cent of money in any form of 
extravagance dissipation. All had 
gone, he said, his needs and those 
of his family. His sons are 14, 12 and 
° vears old. For the past year his 
salary has been $15 a week, but this 
increase did not enable him to replace 
the money he had taken, or, after he 
had formed the habit, to stop taking 
money from the lodge’s funds. 

Herbst is 36 years old. He told a 
Post-Dispatch reporter at police head- 
quarters how he yielded to the tempta- 
tion to take other people's money. He 
said: 

“Qne day my boy just had to have 
some new clothes, and the only money 
I had was the rent money. I was afraid 
if I got behind with the rent I could 
up. I used to carry the 
lodge’s money from the meeting night 
until noon the next day, when I would 
take it to the bank. That day I had a 
quantity of lodge money and I bor 
rowed $5 of it, meaning to return it. 

“The most money I-ever took was $5*, 
which went for the rent and for new 
clothes for myself and the family. 

“Rive weeks ago, ! realized | was up 
it. and told my wife.

Secretary Bryan brought into the final 

conference last night further messages 
from President Wilson, but they met 
with no response from the legislators.

In reply to @ question as to whether 
the substitute bill drawn by Attorney- 
General Webb, which was acted on by 
the Senate later, would be acceptable. 
Secretary Bryan said: 

“T have. telegraphed to President 
Wilson and he deems it inadvisable 
to sanction any particular statutes 
or forms ’of legislation. He thinks 
that it should be made emphatical- 
ly evident that we are acting just 
now as the Federal Government, 
sanctioning not this or that, but as 
friends of California, wishing to be 
of such service as is possible to Cali- 
fornia in a critical matter.” 

When Secretary Bryan concluded 
reading and discussing his messages the 
conference ended. ; 

Gov. Johuson’s Statement. 
Gov. Johnson prepared a statement in 
Which he expressed the views of the 
Majority party. He said: 


“Conferences between the Secre- 
tary of State and Legislature were 
cor.cluded tonight. We were de- 
lighted with Mr. Bryan and all that 
he said was given the most atten- 
tive and respectful consideration, 
Every opportunity was accorded 
him, and the conference closed only 
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safely asserted, treaty obligations 

will be scrupulously observed. The 

Japanese will not be singled out by 
any act. The classification made by 

the naturalization laws of the nation, 

established by the Constitution of 

California, and sanctioned by the 

laws of other states, probably will be 

followed. — 

“This, of course, is our legal and 
moral right to do, and such enact- 
ment by California cannot justly and 
logically be either offensive or dis- 
criminating.’’ 

Attorney-General’s Bill, 

The conference was called at 8:30. At- 
torney-General U. S. Webb drafted a 
new land measure at the suggestion of 
Gov. Johnson and a copy was placed 
in the hands of Secretary Bryan. The 
term “ineligible to citizenship,’’ which 
was declared by Secretary Bryan to be 
odious to the Japanese, was not in- 
cluded. 

The principal features of the Webb 
bill are: 

1. All aliens eligible to citizenship may 
acquire and hold land in ‘the same man- 
ner as citizens of the United States. 

2. All S6ther aliens may acquire and 
hold land “in the manner and to the 
extent and for the purposes prescribed 
by any treaty now existing between the 
Government of the United States and 
the nation or country of which such 
filien is a citizen or subject.’’ 

3. Corporations composed of aliens oth- 
er than those who are eligible to eiti- 
zenship may acquire and hold land only 
according to the terms of existing trez- 
ties, 

4. Present holdings of aliens, regard- 
less of their rights to citizenship, are 
protected. 

5. The State specifically reserves its 
sovereign right to enact any and all 
laws relating to the acquisition of hold- 
ing of real property by aliens. 

Attorney-General Webb worked upor 
the theory that there could be no ob- 
fection to writing into the California 
statute the specific limitations of the 
Japanese treaty of 1911. Under this 
treaty, Japanese subjects are permitted 
to own “houses and lands for residential 
purposes, factories, manufactories and 
shops,’” according to Webb. Another 
clause permits Japanese subjects to lease 
land for “residential and commercial 
purposes.”’ 

Under Webb’s construction of the 
treaty, no land can be owned or leased 
by a Japanese for agricultural purposes 
except that which is already owned, or 
for any other purposes except those set 
forth in the agreement between the na- 
tions. 

It was believed that the act would 
accomplish the ends desired by many 
people in the State, namely, prevention 
of the further acquisition by Japanese 
subjects of farming lands. 

“I shall take back to Washington to 
President Wilson a message of how Cal- 
ifornia has treated his representative,”’ 
said Secretary Bryan last night to mem- 
bers of the Assembly and Gov. Johnson, 
who were guests cf Speaker Young at a 
dinner. “What a delightful message it 
will Be, too! I will tell him how the 
Legislature and the Governor greeted 
his envoy in the same sptrit in which he 
was sent. I cannot help but feel grat- 
ified at my reception.’

In the initial peace congress held in 
New York, in 1907, and at the succeeding 
one in Chicago, two years later, a spe- 
clal woman’s meeting was held on one 
day and apart from this participation. in 
the congress women figured only 
slightly. 
At the Baltimore congress in 1911 for 
the first time they were placed on an 
equality with the men delegates and 
given representation on the official pro- 
gram. In St. Louis at every session of 
the congress except three, the delegates 
will listen to a woman address them. 
Mrs. Philip N. Moore, chairman of the 
Committee of Women’s Organizations 
and former president of the General Fed- 
eration of Women’s‘ Clubs, was instru- 
inental in persuading the Executive 
Committee in charge of the congress to 
admit women to its sessions on the 
Same basis as men. She requested that 
in the selection of speakers women be 
assigned places only on the score of 
merit. The committee acceded to her 
request.

PERSONAL STORIES 


| OF FAMOUS MEN 


Visitor Here Was Friend of Roy- 
alty, Presidents and Other 
Early Day Celebrities. 


Gen. James Grant Wilson of New 
York arrived in St. Louls Tuesday to 
attend the Jefferson Memorial dedica- 
tion and the Peace Congress. He em- 
bodies in his own career the history of 
the United States since Thomas Jeffer- 
son’s time. He is 81 years old, and has 
enjoyed the acquaintance of eminent 
Americans throughout his long life. He 
told a Post-Dispatch correspondent in 
New York, before leaving there, of his 
recollections of famous men. 

This is his story of his first meeting 
with Henry Clay. Gen. Wilson was 9 
years old when Clay visited Poughkeep- 
sie, his home. He said: 

“I saw large numbers of people going 
into the town and, with a boy’s curlos- 
ity, I followed them. When I came to 
the hotel I saw a number of men, my 
father among them, entering, and I en- 
tered, too. All were in single file and 
I got into line so I wouldn’t miss any- 
thing that was happening. When I 
reached the drawing room I saw the 
tall figure of the famous Kentuckian 
standing beside Senator Talmadge, whv 
was presenting the citizens.to him as 
they passed. I was _.so small the Sen- 
ator, who was a neighbor of ours, did 
not see me, but Mr. Clay did and put 
out his hand, which I took enthusiastic- 
ally. 

‘“ ‘Who are you, my little man?’ 
asked. 

‘**James Grant Wilson,’ 
Iam a Henry Clay Whig.’ 

“Mr. Clay burst out laughing and 
Senator Talmadge turnea and_ said: 
‘Why, Jimmie, what brought you here” 

“*l thought something was up, I 
said, ‘and I wanted to see what it was.’ 


How He Saw Webster. 
“At this early age I thus formulated 


what was going to be a guiding prin- 
ciple in Hfe with me. I always wanted 
to know what was up. a 

“Not long after this I had the privi- 
lege of meeting Webster. He had come 
to Poughkeepsie to plead a case, and 
the principal of our school sent us down 
to see the great orator. The presiding 
judge was the father of one of my 
schoolmates, and, observing that we 
would have small chance to see from 
the body of the courtroom, he beck- 
oned us and put us inside the rail 
where the lawvers were. 

“Tt was characteristic of the luck 
which has followed me through life that 
I was directly in front of Webster and 
within 10 feet of him. Never have I 
seen a man so prepossessing in appear- 
ance or heard a voice or elocution more 
stirring.” 

Gen. Wilson was 17 when he spent 2 
day. at Arlington with*George Wash- 
ington’s adopted son, George Washing- 
ton Parke Custis. 

“Tt was the anniversary of Washing- 
ton’s birth,” said Gen. Wilson, ‘and 
Mr. Custis had kindly asked a large 
number of people to visit him. Of all 
the party, a venerable grandmother liv- 
ing in Richmond and I are the only sur- 
vivors. It happened that two Virgin- 
ians present, who were my age, knew 
little about Washington They knew 
that he was a famous son of Virginia, 
but knew nothing more about him ex- 
cept that he commanded the army in

*“*You should be ashamed,’ said Mr 
Custis to the two Virginians, ‘to ler 
young men come here from the North 
knowing more about Washington than 
you do,’ and then, turning to me, said, 
‘Il am going to give you a reward.’ 

“He came back with a small pack- 
et. ‘This,’ he said, ‘contains a little 
of George Washington’s hair.’” 

The hair was put in the setting of 
a ring. Some time later he showed 
the ring to the widow of Alexander 
Hamilton and she gave him a lock 
of Hamilton’s hair to place with it. 

Abraham Lincoln contributed a 
lock of hair to the ring when Gen. 
Wilson visited him in the winter of 
1864-65. He had gone to the White 
House hoping to eget this memento 
of the President and had taken a 
pair of scissors. He told the Presi- 
dent how he had come by the hair 
of Washington and Hamilton and 
asked for a lock to add to these 
two. The President’ said: “Why, 
take all you want,” and in a jiffy 
Gen. Wilson took out the scissors 
and snipped off a small bit. 

One of Gen. Wilson’s friends in 
England was a son of the Duke of 
Wellington. It was from him, as a 
“parting gift,”” he obtained a lock 
of the hair of the Iron Duke. An- 
other old friend had been one of the 
officers guarding Napoleon on 
St. Helena. From him Gen. Wilson 
got a lock of the hair of the great 
military genlus. 

His intimate friendship with Gen. 
Grant enabled him to get a similar 
memento from Lee's conqueror, and 
now he has entwined in the ring the 
hair of Washington, Wellington, Lin- 
coln, Grant, Napoleon and Hamilton. 

Two weeks before Lincoln was assas- 
sinated, Gen. Wilson gays, he went to 
Ford's Theater with him. Lincoln could 
not get his mind on the play, and when 
Gen. Wilson commented upon this fact, 
Lincoln answered: “Did I ever tell you 
how Grant went to the circus?’ Then 
he went on to tell how, when Grant 
was 10, the circus went to Point Pleas- 
ant, where the family lived. Grant’s 
father would not give the youngster a 
quarter to go to the circus. “So,” said 
the President, “He went the same way 
I did, by crawling under the tent, for 
up to the time I was 10 years old I had 
never seen a quarter.”’ 

Then the President told 
trick mule and how Gen. 
being once thrown, succeeded in riding 
the beast around the ring by mounting 
him with his face to the donkey’s tail 
and holding on by that handle. “And 
IT am sure,’’ added the President, “Gen. 
Grant will hold on to Lee the same way 
he held on to that mule.” Lincoln’s 
thoughts were never away from the 
army. 

Gen. Wilson also told how he had in- 
duced Gen. Grant to write his memoirs.

Senator Bourne Bebpoies Scheme 
Whereby States Could Get 
Federal Aid. 


WASHINGTON, April 30.—An expen- 
diture of $3,000,000,000 for good roads, 
$1,000,000,000 being for const~vction and 
$2,000,000,000 for maintenance, the invest- 
ment to extend over a period of 50 
years, was proposed today in a plan 
submitted .to the Joint Congressional 
Committee on Federal.aid-in the con- 
struction of post roads by former Sena- 
tor Bourne of Oregon. 

Senator Bourne’s plan provides for 
Federal and State co-operation. He al- 
SO suggested the establishment of a na- 
tional school of highway and bridge 
engineering from which trained spec- 
ialists in road building would be sup- 
plied to the various states. 

The _ $1,000,000,000 eonstruction fund, 
according to Senator Bourne’s plans, 
would be apportioned among the states 
on the basis of area, population, as- 
sessed valuation’ and road mileage. 

The states would be required to de- 
posit in the United States Treasury 
ii-year 4 per cent bonds for the amount 
The Government would then 
the par value thereof ‘for 
road construction, the Government 
raising its fund by the sale of 60-year 
non-taxable 3 per cent bonds. 

By crediting each state with the ex- 
cess of the interest paid on the bond 
and allowing 3 per cent on the amount 
compounded annually, a sinking fund 
would be established from which the 
Government would pay off the bonds at 
the end of 50 years and the state would 
be relieved of the payment of principal 
on its bonds.

She spoke confidently, 
almost with the air of precocious wom- 
anhood, and yet about her whole as- 
pect was the attitude of the child who 
feels restraint before strangers. She 
was dressed richly and in a style evi- 
dently reflecting her untrammeled 
taste. 

“You must excuse my mother,” she 
began. “She is very tired and nervous 
and I have told her that I had better 
talk to you instead of her, because [ 
have caused all the trouble. I can best 
answer ajl questions and, anyway, I 
want to see the men who have been 
writing so” much about me the past 
week. You have been very good, dnd 
I, well, I have been just myself, Ra- 
mona Borden. 


To Stay With Mother. 
“In the first place, I want to say I am

Mrs. White 
is a good, kind woman, and perfectly 
honorable. People have said unkind 
things about her because I got her into 
this running-away scrape. She did*ttéth- 
ing but kindness, and she did it be- 
cause I insisted she should.”’

It fs sweeping fm fits provisions and 
gives ground for fear of prosecutions for unin- 
tentional offenses and for resort to methods meces- 
sary to the efficient tramesaction of fmsurance 
business. 

Attorney-General Barker made «a mistake in 
hastily threatening the imsurance men with legal 
prosecutions before the law went into effect—be- 
fcre they could violate it. 

The insurance men made a mistake fn hastily 
resolving to withdraw from the State before 
consultation with the authorities and before they 
knew they would be hurt. Their action savored 
of insolent menace to the business interests of 
the State, which the State authorities could not 
ignore. 

The business interests of the State have been 
threatened with frreparable disaster. They are 
between the upper and nether millstones. These 
interests are paramount and should be protected 
from disaster. It is for the protection of these 
interests that the laws governing insurance trans- 
actions were passed and that the fnsurance com- 
panies operate in the State under State sanction 
and supervision. 

Good temper, good sense and due consideration 
for the interests fnvolved should govern both 
sides to the controversy. The sole object of the 
State is to protect the insured from oppressive 
combines and excessive rates. The object of the 
insurance companies should be the assurance of 
the privilege of doing business on a secure basis 
ot ligttimate methods and fair profits. 

As the Post-Dispatch has said we do not want 
to drive the insurance companies out of the State, 
but we Insist that they refratr from oppression. 

An investigation -by Congress and by the 
State authorities of the insurance business with 
a view to determining whether there is an op- 
pressive combine and what laws or regulations 
are necessary to the conduct of the business for 
the benefit of both the companies and the in- 
sured would be beneficial. The best thing to 
reach is an understanding under the present law. 
Then we should take steps to find an equitable 
l¢gal basis which will put an end to the continu- 
al wrangling between the State and the insurance 
companies.

It has now been 
found that this modern tower of Babel 
is useful not only as a great wireless 
station, but for many other purposes.

The distinguished list of guests at the Jefferson 
memorial dedication includes no personage more 
interesting than T. J. C. Fagg of Louisiana, Mo., 
who once beheld the living Thomas Jefferson. 
He was born on a Virginia plantation near Monti- 
cello and relates that the father of American de- 
mocracy drove with a nephew to the Fagg place 
one day and remained for dinner. As Jefferson 
died July 4 1826, the Judge, born fn 1822, could 
hardly have been more than four years old at the 
time. If he retains any vivid impressions of the 
visit, it must be because his memory of fit was 

kept alive by the reminders of his elders later. 
But even one who was at so tender an age when 
he looked on Jefferson that he did not appreciate
